Fathers and brethren of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Nebraska. 
Grace and peace. “ Who shall ascend into the hill of the Lord? Or who 
shall stand in His holy place? He that has clean hands and a pure heart; 
who has not lifted up his soul unto vanity nor sworn deceitfully ?” 

In the providence of Almighty God we have passed through another year 
with its successes and failures, with its joys and sorrows, and are again assem- 
bled in this 24th annual convention of our Synod. 

During the year God visited us and removed Rev. F. W. Scheibel from our 
midst in November, 1895, in the eighty-fourth year of his age. 

With gratitude in our hearts and a clear sense of our obligation and respon- 
sibility, let us begin the duties before us in reliance upon His counsel and in 
the fear of God.

January 29th, Rev. A, Jatho, having complied with the action of this Synod, 
with reference to his absence at former meetings, and having made a suffi- 
cient explanation and apology, I granted him an honorable dismissal to the 
Synod of California. 

June 23d, I dismissed Rev. G. II. Schnur to the Olive Branch Synod.

February 26th, I dismissed the German Evangelical Lutheran congregation 
near Hooper, Nebraska, to unite with the German Synod of Nebraska.

February 1st, your President resigned Salem's Lutheran church, of Ponca, 
to take effect April 1st. 


April 26th, Kev. W. L. Remsberg resigned St. Mark’s congregation, 
Omaha, to take effect June rst. 


June ist, Rev. G. H. Schnur resigned the work at Vutan. 


October ist, Kev. J. C. McGaughey resigned the congregation at David

The congregations 
reported vacant at the last meeting are so yet, and in many of them work has 
been permanently &bandoned. 

VII, MISCELLANEOUS. 

Last October Rev. Luther M. Kuhns informed me that he was going east on 
business, and expected to attend the First National Convention of the Luther 
League of America, to be held in Pittsburg, Pa., at that time. I appointed 


him as delegate, and gave him proper credeniials to represent our Synod at 
that important convention. He will be ready to report. 


And now, thanking you kindly for the honor bestowed upon me a year ago 
for the third time, and for the uniform kindness and co-operation on your 
part, I hand back to you the trust committed to my charge. Hoping and pray- 
ing that our Synodical Convention may be abundantl; blessed to the glory of

Prof. Easterday declined to serve, and the rules were suspended 
and the Secretary instructed to cast the ballot of Synod for Mr. 
S. C. Crounse as Treasurer. The instructions were complied 
with and the President declared Mr. Crounse duly elected.

Prof. Rev. F. D. Altman, Atchison, Kansas, Professor in the 
Theological Seminary. 

Gen- 
sichen, and C. Goede, of the German Nebraska Synod. 

Prof. L. F. M. Easterday was introduced as a visiting brother. 

The following was adopted : 

Resolved, That we meet at $:30 a. m. for devotional services, and for busi- 
ness from 9 to 11:45 4. m. and 2 to 3:30 p. m. 

The bill of the President for $10.21 was allowed, and the offi- 
cers of Synod instructed to draw an order on the Treasurer for 
that amount. 

Rev. F. J. Mueller presented the fraternal greetings of the 
German Synod, the President making an appropriate response.

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FIRST DAY—SECOND. SESSION. 


„. THURSDAY, 2 P. u. 
Synod opened in the usual form. 
The President announced the committees. 


Report of Advisory Board of Home Missions. 


1. Benedict—This charge remains under the pastoral care of Rev. R. A. 


White. The year has been a reasonably successful one. There have been 
some removals, but the accessions have about equaled them. The attendance 
at public services is reported good. The Sunday-schools are large and doing 
a good work. The Christian Endeavor work has been well maintained. ‘The 
financial effort has been somewhat retarded by the repeated crop failures, but 
upon the whole the work is in a hopeful condition. 

2. Beatrice—Rev. L. J. Motschmann remains the pastor in charge. The 
year has been marked by substantial growth materially and spiritually. The 
accessions have more than equaled the removals. Some advanced step has 
been taken in benevolence. The hard times have somewhat hindered the 
financial efforts, although the full apportionment was provided for the first 
seven months of the year. The Sunday-school is doing an excellent work, 
and the Christian Endeavor work is encouraging. The pastor feels en- 
couraged and hopeful. 

3. Bloomington—We know of nothing that has been done except what has 
been done by members of the German Synod. We have no report from them. 

4. David City—Rev. J. C. McGaughey has been the pastor here. No report 
was presented to your Board, but we have learned indirectly that the year has 
been one of ordinary degree of success. The pastor has resigned, as we 
understand, on account of his wife’s ill health, and will return east in the 
near future. | 

5. Davenport—This charge has come on the list of missions during the last 
year. Last February, Rev. E. Bollman accepted a call from the charge and 
entered upon the work with energy. Thirty-one members were added since 
that time. A new preaching station with good prospects was taken up four 
and one-half miles from the town. Sunday-school has an enrollment of 150, 
with an average attendance of more than 100. ‘he prospects are very good 
for a large and flourishing charge in the near future. They are financially 
embarrassed, and by the continual crop failure the work has been much re- 
tarded. 

6. Franklin—Nothing has been done here. The Board of Church Exten- 
sion have had under their advisement the selling of the property, as the out- 
look for our church is not good. 7 

7. Kearney—The latest information from this point is that the Board of 
Home Missions, who owned the property, have sold it. We endorse the 
action of the Board of Home Missions. 
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8. Leringlon—We know of nothing that has been done here. The congre- 
gation has always been in connection with Kearney. 

9. Lincoln, St. Mark’s—Rev. W. H. Singley, D. D., is pastor of this mis- 
sion. The year has been one of interest and hard work. The attendance 
upon all the services has been very good. The audiences are large and 
prompt. The Sunday-school is large and doing a solid work. The Luther 
League societies are earnest and devoted. The prayer meetings are well 
attended and full of interest. The only serious discouragement is their indebt- 
. edness upon the church property. It is to be hoped that some speedy relief 
may be brought to them. 

10. Lincoln, Grace—Rev. L. P. Ludden still continues as pastor of this 
mission. The parochial report shows some advance. Their chapel has been 
painted during the year, and they have succeeded in not increasing the float- 
ing indebtedness. 

11. McCook—Nothing bas been done here during the year in the way of 
services. The church building is in a very bad and dilapidated condition. 


he Secretary of Synod recently visited it, and reports it as one of the very 


worst cases of vandalism that have come to his notice. The Board has a pro- 
position from the Baptist people with a view of buying it. Whether such a 
sale has been made we cannot say. 

12. North Platte—This is no longer a mission. January ist they became 
self-sustaining. We congratulate the pastor and his people upon their suc- 
cessful efforts. 

13. Omaha, St. Mark’s—Rev. W. L. Remsberg resigned this mission last 
May. The congregation accepted the resignation with regret. The pulpit 
has been regularly supplied by Rev. J. N. Zimmer, and when not by him by 
Rev. Dr. Kuhns and Rev. Groh. The Sunday-school, prayer-meeting, and 
Young People’s Society have been kept up with their usual interest. They 
are entirely out of debt, and are doing fully as well as can be expected under 


the circumstances. Rev. I. Groh has accepted a call from the congregation 


and will begin work November ist. 

14. Pawnee City—Rev. K. W. Petrea remains the pastor of this charge, 
which consists of Zion’s, Pawnee and Clear Creek School House. The pastor, 
who is untiring and energetic, has been doing some work at Steinauer, which 
gives him three services every Lord's day. The work in the main is hopefal 
and encouraging. Ten new members were added in the spring. The Sun- 
day-schools are interesting and large, and the Christian Endeavor is inspiring 
and hopeful. 

15. Sidney—We have had no report from this mission. They have been 
vacant during the entire year, with but an occasional service. By frequent re- 
movals the congregation has been reduced in numbers so that by the con- 
tinued crop failure they have felt unable to call a pastor. We note with 
pleasure that they are keeping up their Sunday-school and mid-week services 
as encouraging to our people here. 
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16. Wayne—This congregation became vacant last January by the resigna- 
tion of brother Kunkleman. In April they extended a call to Rev. W. C. 
Eckhart, who at once began his labors among them. The congregation has 
been weakened by the frequent removals and by a few yielding to the solici- 
tations of other and stronger churches to join them. The services are all well 
attended. The Sunday-school and Young People’s Societies are doing a good 
work and are among the most hopeful features of this church. 

17. Wilber—This important point was enrolled upon the list of missions 
during the year. November, 1895, Rev. IL. Groh accepted a call tendered him 
by the congregation. He labored faithfully but under a great disadvantage. 
The Sunday-school is large and enthusiastic. The harvest truly is great, but 
the laborers are few. The pastor resigned, to take effect November rst. It 
is to be hoped à suitable man can be found to take up the work. We believe 
a great work is before us in Wilber. 


18. Omaha, Grace—This church was placed on the list of missions during 
the year. In all respects this Synodical year, apart from the financial depres- 
sion so seriously felt by the congregation, has been the best in the history of 
Grace church, putting it on a firm basis, concentrating and consolidating the 
work of the church as never before. The good is already apparent. The 
attendance upon the preaching services is good. A Luther League now con- 
ducts the Wednesday evening prayer-meeting with most happy results. Inter- 
est in the Sunday-school has increased, and the pastor is conducting a Normal 
Class in Bible studies, according to the reeommendation of the State Sunday- 
School Association. The contract has been let and ground broken for the 
erection of a new church in place of the present frame chapel. It may be a 
matter of historical interest in connection with Synod to state that the ground- 
breaking occurred at 11 o’clock, October 7th. The prospects for this work 
are good. 

.19. Hardy—Hardy received aid from the Board. The pastor, Rev. C. J. 
Ringer, is laboring very faithfully and is doing good work, with success. The 
crop failures for the last several years have very much hindered the work of 
this people. The church property has been improved to the amount of $250. 
A class in the catechism, consisting of sixteen members, are being instructed 
in the fundamental doctrine of the Christian religion. Taking all things into 
consideration, the work is hopeful and encouraging. ö 

20. Grand Jsland—Grand Island was taken up by the Board the ist of 
November, 1895. The year's work has been encouraging, financially. The 
business lot, which involved the church, was finally disposed of for the amount 
of the mortgage that was upon it, and the church is in very fair condition. 
_ The year, in many ways, has been encouraging.

We 
learn, however, that they are supplied with Bible reading and public services 
by a lady who lives among them. We do not know whether they want a 
pastor or not, but recommend that the President of Synod communicate with 
them to learn their wishes, and to aid them as far as he can.

Report of Committee on State of Religion. 

In presenting their report on the State of Religion within the bounds of 
Synod during the past Synodical year, your committee has had for its guid- 
ance and information only the condensed and meagre statements of the pas- 
tors in charge. While these statements convey to us much valuable and 
interesting information as to the nature, progress and results of the progress of 
the church within our bounds, they convey to us only partial and imperfect 
data on which to formulate any satisfying views. Indeed, the fuilest and 
most complete reports that could be furnished from a merely human stand- 
point, must ever fail to exhibit the working and unfolding of that kingdom 
which our Lord declares is “ within,” and “cometh not with observation.” 
Known only to the Omniscient is the complete and just view of the state of 
religion in any single human heart, or in the aggregation of souls. To every 
individual Christian and to every congregation the most solemn ordeal is not 
man’s judgment, weak and fallible, but of Him who still rules amidst the 
churches as in the apocalypse of St. John, saying evermore, “I know thy 
works!” And yet it is permitted us to form some estimate of the state of re- 
ligion in the churches by the visible fruits of the Spirit’s gracious influences. 
When the means of grace are diligently and faithfully used, when the prayer- 
meeting is made the index of the church’s real life, when the sacrament of the 
Holy Supper is regularly and devoutly celebrated, when the children of the 
church are given to God in holy baptism, and raised in the nurture and ad- 
monition of the Lord, when the young people by means of catechisation are 
instructed in the doctrines and duties of our holy Christianity, when social 
meetings for prayer and praise, for young and old, as in the best days of 
primitive Christianity, are properly observed, when the Sunday-school is made 
the “ nursery of the church,” and sustained by the strong arm of the church, 
when a spirit of systematic beneficence and missionary activity and zeal per- 
vade the churches, when a Christian profession is sustained and exemplified 
by a daily life in conformity to the mind and example of our Lord—when 
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these and other fruits of “faith and good works” abound, we have a right 
to infer that true and undefiled religion is present and progressive in our 
churches, in our homes, and in our lives. 

Comparing these outward tokens of a work of race with the reports of the 
pastors of Synod, we have mingled cause for joy and sorrow, for gratitude 
and humiliation. The word of truth has been faithfully preached during the 
past Synodical year, we trust, from every pulpit occupied by ministers of our 
Synod. The promise abides: “My word shall not return unto me void, 
but shall accomplish that whereunto I have sent it.“ Known only to God are 
the secret, converting, saving influences of that word; impossible for the 
preacher to see or fully know, or embody in a report to Synod. With stronger 
faith in God and His blessed word, it becomes us as ministers and members 
of the church He has loved and bought with His blood, to seek after larger 
measures of devotion, love and self-surrender, so that His kingdom may come 
within our hearts and throughout all our churches with a power and glory 


surpassing all our past experiences.
